TIui EitraTacaiit Prices Charged at a Phil- 


adelphia Theater In 1780. 


Playgoers growl at the price of seats 


in llio Ihc'itet today, but let tlieru read 
what was charged in Philadelphia at 
ouo time, :is told in "Shakespeare's 
Heroines on the Stage," and then lest 
content. The story is told in these words 
in the book: 


"In 1769, at Annapolis, 'The Mer- 


chant of Venice' was produced by the 
New American company, with Mrs. Oa- 
borne, the heavy tragedy actress, ns Hie 
heroine. Tho curtain rang up at C p. uj. 
in tho 'row' playhouse. 
Gentlemen 


who desired to pay but 6s. sat perforce 
in the pit or upper boxes; thos-e who 
could afford 7s. Gd. chose the more fash- 
ionable lower boxes. Some of tho cheap- 
er seats were not easy of access, if wo 
may judge by this advertisement in the 
paper of the day, 'Upper boxes are now 
preparing, the passage to which must 
be from the stage; it is therefore hoped 
such gentlemen and ladies as choose to 
fix on these seats will come before the 
play begins, as it is not possi bio they 
can be admitted after the curtain is 
drawn up.' 


"As for the cost oJ going to tho thea- 


ter in the New York playhouse at this 
time, that ran lower; gallery seats there 
sold for 2s. each, pit seats for 4s. and 
the boxes, of which there, were ten. for 
os. These prices, however, were appar- 
ently very moderate (whether they -were 
New York shillings or sterling shil- 
lings) compared with the prices at the 
Philadelphia theater in 1780, when $J5 
was charged for the admission of a 
child, $20 for a gallery seat, $80 for ad- 
mission to the pit, and $40 for a box; 
but these latter prices, it may be ndded, 
wwo in continental money!"
